Campus clubs to

be graded for bucks

Clubs and other campus 
groups funded by the McGill 
Students’ Society may soon be 
called on to participate In a 
grading process if they wish to 
receive student money. 

Students’ Society VP 
Finance Salim Tharani has 
unveiled a proposal that will 
see McGill's clubs and other 
organizations rated’on a credit 
system to determine their worth 
and the amount of money tfiey 
deserve. 

"It creates a just and fair 
means of allocating funds," 
Tharani said. 

"We’re trying to avoid par- 
tisan politics in allocating 
money fordifferent groups." 



Tharani said he plans to 
introduce a proposal to the 
Students' Society in January. 
Beginning in the autumn of 
1981, clubs that want funding 
would have to fill ouf a 
questionnaire and be assigned 
credits, or points, according to 
theirworth. 

Tharani outlined the criteria 
by which the points would be 
given. 

If a campus group involves or 
reaches more than 300 persons 
it would receive up to five 
points In the 21 point system. 

If the group has been on 
campus for more than three 
years, it would receive a 
maximum of a further three 
points. N 

If the club or group involves a 
signficant percentage of non- 
members, it would also be 
given points. 

The Joint Management 
Committee (JMC) of the Society 
would also grant up to three 
points on a more subjective 
basis, if it thought the group 
was worthy, Tharani said. 

There are also points for 
getting your budget in on time 



and not running a deficit. 

Twenty clubs now receive a 
flat $400 each from the 
Students’ Society. 

Under the new system that 
could rise or fall, depending on 
the number of points they get. 

Tharani said he thinks the 
new system will benefit 
campus groups by forcing them 
to increase their membership or 
improve their service if they 
hope to maintain their grant. 

"Do more, get more," he 
said. 

On-going groups like Radio 
McGill are now assigned 
money based on their previous 
year's grant. But, Tharani said, 
such organizations will be 
required to justify their ac- 
tivities in detail under the new 
system. 

Students, he said, “have a 
right to know how their money 
is being spent, and if it's going 
Into the right pockets." 

The proposal has not yet 
been presented to council and 
Tharani will be discussing it 
with clubs and other groups 
before finalizing it. 

The points system is based 
on one now In use at Carleton 
University. 

The Students’ Society 
spends more than $58,000 a 
year on various on-going 
campus organizations — the 
Debating Union, Legal Aid, the 
International Students' 
Association and the McGill 
Film Society among others. 
This does not include money 
for the operation of the McGill 
Daily. 

There has not yet been 
reaction from clubs to the 
proposal. Representatives of 
both Radio McGill and Com- 
munity McGill, two on-going 
organizations, said they have 
not yet seen details of the plan 
and did not wish to comment. 



Hogtown condemns Klan 



TORONTO (CUP) - Despite 
bad weather and anonymous 
threats, more than 500 
demonstrators marched 
through Toronto Saturday 
angrily calling for the banning 
of the Ku Klux Klan. 

The march ended climac- 
tically at Ontario Attorney- 
General Roy McMurtry’s office, 
where the doors were locked. 
Toronto Alderman Allan 
Sparrow said McMurtry's ab- 
sence was "despicable." 

At a ralley before the march 
Dudley Law, a leader of

The McGill Teaching 
Assistants’ Association (MTAA) 
has been informed of a 
grievance about another case 
of alleged ideologically biased 
hiring practice in The Political 
Science Department. 

MTAA President Roger Levy 
says Dean of Arts Robert Vogel 
has promised to look into the 
case of Ron Boubll, a second 
year MA student. 

Boubll was informed on 
September 23 by Political 
Science Chairman Harold 
Waller that his teaching 
assistantship would not be 
renewed. 

Boubif believes he was 
denied a TA-ship "as a result of 
(his) leftist views on the Middle 
East." 

Waller told the Daily the 
Political Science Department 
“made every effort to find him a 
TA-ship" but there simply was 
not enough money available. 

The Political Science budget 
available for TA salaries has 
been reduced to $91,000, down 
$2,000 from last year. 

"The amount we have to 
spend on TAs is less in ab- 
solute terms and much less in 
real terms,” Waller said 
refering to the eight per cent 
increase in TA salaries from 
last year. 

Boubil is "in principle good 
enough to have at TA" but was 
not the first choice of the 
professor's teaching the 
courses for which he Is 
qualified, Waller said. 

Boubil has objected to being 
informed of the department’s 



decision at such a late date. 

"At the end of last semester I 
was told by the department that 
the decision concerning TA’s 
would take place a few weeks 
before the beginning of 
classes. Since then I have 
frequently approached the 
department regarding this 
position and at no time was I 
lead to believe the outcome 
would be negative." 

Waller said the delay in 
making the decision was 
necessary because "It was not 
until last week that I knew for 
sure how much money we had 
to spend." 

Roger Levy said he knows of 
no other case where a TA-ship 
has been terminated after one 
session.

Department is among those 
which have yet to make public 
the criteria used in the hiring of 
TAs. 

Waller said, given a fixed 
amount of money available, 
TAs are hired according to 
teaching requirements as well 
as academic standing of the 
candidates. 

Boubil ’ said he will not 
contest the decision on his TA- 
ship application. Although he 
completed the required course 
work and oral examination for 
his Masters degree last year, 
Boubil no longer intends to 
continue in the program.

We would like to respond to 
the article: “Rape — 

Everybody’s Problem" In last 
Monday's Issue of the Daily. 

Firstly, it Is exactly this sort 
of militant feminist rhetoric 
that makes credibility so dif- 
ficult for the average woman 
attempting to assert her 
potential. 

The coverage of the escort 
service by the Montreal press 
certainly trivializes the issue. 
The author, however, is equally 
at fault for trivializing the ef- 
forts of McGill’s men. 

Why delineate the response 
into "male” vs. "female" ef- 
fort? Be practical — who will 
walk home the last woman in a 
group of women escorts? 

Don’t think that our blood 
doesn’t boll _ when we are 
constantly forced to consider 
when and where it Is safe to 
walk alone. But, let's face it, 
this situation will exist as long 
as men are physically stronger 
and see women as potential 
victims. 

If the author feels so strongly 
that rape Is everyone's 
problem, why does she con- 
demn those who are doing their 
best to consider it . their 
problem; namely, our escorts? 

The fact that the service has 
been initiated is an indication 
that attitudes are' changing;

direction the author implies is 
necessary. McGill men are 
obviously aware of our 
predicament and have taken 
concrete action.

me". And yes, something I’m currently involved with really bugs 
me — the fact that thousands of healthy students at McGill find 
all kinds of excuses not to give blood. 

I went around campus last week asking people if they planned 
to give. Here are some typical responses: "I want to saye my 
energy for mid-terms"; "I don’t have time"; "I gave last year and 
that was enough, get someone else"; "My blood is mine and I 
want to keep It"; "It’ll hurt me"; "There’s nothing in it for me"; 
"There’s too much alcohol In my blood"; "I'm too heavy on 
drugs.". Needless to say, upon hearing such nonsense, I felt 
slightly disgusted wljh humanity. 

Giving blood takes about thirty minutes, and usually, it Is 



absolutely painless. Afterward, you even feel Invigorated, so 
energy and time should not pose a problem. Many people these 
days are so self-centered they see nothing special about saving a 
life. They don’t care about the feeling of goodwill after — they 
want something in return. If only they could imagine the roles 
.being reversed, namely thejnselves being in hospital in urgent 
need of blood and being told that nobody could spare the time to 
give blood. Maybe such a situation would change the outlook of 
many would-be donors. 

No wonder most of the time involved in organizing the blood 
drive is in finding sponsors for the many prizes and for a dance 
necessary as Incentives to entice the people out of their 
apathetic shells.

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Aptitude tests biased 
and unfair says report 



inadequate education, which the scores do 
when used in the aggregate, but it Is another to 
use those scores to prevent individuals from 
pursuing opportunities. This is where the ap- 
titude tests serve only to perpetuate the 
inequalities they claim only to describe. - 
The most striking test bias, however, is the 
tendency to rank people by Income. There is a 
clear association between test scores and 
family income.

The cultural and economic bias of aptitude tests 

has been argued over for years In the United 

States. 

There Is a variety of the tests In use here. The 
ones which might be called Into question are: 
Scholastic Aptitude Test (SAT), the Law^School 
Admission Test (LSAT), and the Medical College 
Admission Test (MCAT). The tests are ad- 
ministered by the universities and professional 
schools to help screen applications. They are 
Important because, to a great extent, they 
determine which people go on to higher 
education and which do not. They are the gate 
keepers of the road to more money, more power 
and better jobs. 

In the US the tests are devised and ad- 
ministered by a private business organization, 
the Educational Testing Service, which is a $94 
mlliion a year operation. The ability to predict 
the first year grades in college, graduate or 
professional school Is the basis of the ETS 
claim to measuring aptitude. The problem is 
that the tests deliver an accuracy of only 8 per 
cent * to 15 per cent better than random 
prediction with a pair of dice, according to Allan 
Nairn, a contributor to the Ralph Nader Report 
on the Reign of ECT, 1980. 

The tests are less accurate In predicting 
grades in successive years, and èven whether or 
not the applicant will graduate. But, says Nairn, 
"From the objective information of the number 
of questions individuals got right and wrong, 
'ETS makes the subjective claim that they' 
therefore have 'been found to possess a par- 
ticular quantity of aptitude." 

It is this judgement of aptitude that schools 
buy when the rely on the tests. 

A further complication is the lack of precision 
in the scores. In the tests scored from 200 to 
800, there is a two in three chance that a 
student's "true score," the score he would get if 
all background factors were controlled, may 
vary up to 30 points. And there Is a one In three 
chance that the student’s would vary up to 60 
points. Administrators of the test claim that a 60 
point difference is insignificant, but 60 points on 
an LSAT often makes the difference between 
acceptance and rejection at any law school. 

The tests jiave à racial bias. Steven Brill, a 
consultant to the US Federal Office of 
Education says, "ETS’s business is per- 
petuating mainstream values, -and mainstream 
learning. They’re norm setters.” The test 
reflects the values and experiences of white 
middle class America, not the values and ex- 
periences of the various minority 
groups.Therefore it’s not surprising that blacks 
In the US score and average of 100 points lower 
on the' verbal sections of the SAT and about 115 
points lower on the mathematical sections. 
Hispanics, who make up 12.4 per cent of the 
population In the western United States, ac- 
count for only 4 per cent of the professional 
school enrolment. 

The ETS reacts to charges of racism by In- 
sisting that low minority scores don’t reflect 
test deficiency but rather deficient potentialities 
of the minority students themselves. Th6y 
blame the inadequacies of the students' early 
education. Nairn points out that It Is one thing to 
inform people that they have been victimized by

College Bound Seniors 1973-74 compared the 
SAT scores with the annual income of the 
students parents. The results are given in the 
accompanying chart. Students from higher 
income families are more likely to score higher 
than students from middle Income families, who 
score higher than those in lower income levels. 

Also, we can't overlook the impact of 
coaching on test scores. Despite claims by the 
test administrators that coaching or tutoring 
can't help a student's scores, there is evidence 
to the contrary. A US Federal Trade Commission 
report on May, 2979 concluded that coaching 
(which is commercially available) could 
significantly improve some students' scores. 
The study found that SAT coaching schools In 
Boston had raised scores by an average of more 
than 100 points. LSAT scores raised .by an 
average of 60 points. 

"I think there are certain social class biases in 
the tests to begin with, and then when on top of 
that some people can afford to receive coaching 
and some can't... I think that compounds the 
problem," said a former ETS employee, Lewis 
Pike. Pike was a senior researcher for 14 years 
when he was fired because his work on the 
SAT's susceptibility to coaching proved too 
controversial. 

At the moment, there are two states which 
have "truth In testing" legislation. The United 
States Student Association, which compiled the 
information given here, Is pressing for similar 
federal legislation. This would require that 
testing agencies publish the test questions and 
answers, along with their research analysis of 
the tests. 

In Canada so far, no work has been done 
along these lines by student associations. We 
may profit by the American experience.

rain and Gee Gees

The day they drove old McGill 
down, as the rain Kept falling 
and the bells kept ringing in the 
nation's capital. "It was a tough 
battle" said Ottawa Gee Gee's 
coach Cam Innés, but in the 
end the Gee Gees held on to 
win by defeating the McGill 
Redmen 16-8. 

Needless to say, the weather 
played a major role In the final 
outcome, for it poured the 
entire game. The well-kept 
grass playing surface was very 
soggy and as a result it slowed 
the players down considerably. 

•Right from the opening 
kickoff it was clear to all 
present, that it would be a 
running game. Ottawa rushed 
for a total of 164 yards com- 
pared to McGill’s 180. There 
were, however, a few odd ex- 
ceptions which proved in- 
strumental in the final outcome 
of the game. There was the 25- 
yard pass by Ottawa quar- 
terback Richard Zmich to 
flanker Tom McMullen. This 
clutch play set up a 15 yard 
field goal by Andy Katz. 

At the end of the first quarter, 
a field goal and safety touch 
put Ottawa out in front 4-0. 

In the second quarter the 
Redmen came marching back. 
In fact, a pinpoint pass to tight 



end Scott Bertschy and a 
roughing penalty against Ot- 
tawa, put them in good position 
to score. And score they did 
after a series of rushes up the 
middle by fullbacks Steve Droz 
and Dan Smith. Droz gave 
McGill a 6-4 lead, on a three 
yard run. 

When McGill defensive end 
Yves Fiset blocked an at- 
tempted Gee Gee pass, it really 
looked like the Redmen were on 
their way to taking total control 
of the on field activity. The 
clock and the weather were just 
not on McGill's side this time 
around, as the country’s third 
ranked Ottawa Gee Gees got it 
together to put on a display of 
what coach Innés termed, 
"Fine, physical football.” 

Just before the start of the 
long awaited half time break, 
Gee Gees punter Andy Katz 
strategically kicked the ball in a 
wobble, making it very difficult 
to handle in the rain. Sure 
enough it was dropped and 
Ottawa slotback Joel Baldwin 
recovered close to the Redmen 
goal line. 

Zmich then took control by 
promptly passing the ball off to 
his trusty halfback Mike Gif- 
topoulos for a major. Going into 
the dressing rooms at halftime 
Ottawa led 11-6.

sight Saturday afternoon. 

From then on, the tempo of 
the game slowed down. Both 
teams adopted a cautious 
attitude in the last two quar- 
ters. "Oh yes, we had to stick to 
the ground because we didn't 
want to make any costly 
mistakes, so we had to 
minimize our chances of losing 
ttie ball," Innés said. 

The Redmen were not so 
lucky as they fumbled away to 
Gee Gee line backer Jim 
Stafford on their own 35 yard 
line. Then, to add insult to 
injury, McGill was called for 
unsportsmanlike conduct. 
Those turns of events both 
contributed to move Ottawa 
within Andy Katz's field goal 
range, raising the Ottawa lead 
to 16-6. 



Unfortunately for the fans 
this was about the extent of all 
the- major developments that 
took place. 

There were the odd attempts 
by the fearless Redmen to get 
things going. For instance, they 
tried the ubiquitous quick kick 
and a few double reverses — all 
to no avail. The Gee Gees 
showed why they are nationally 
ranked, by anticipating these 
Redmen antics. "Watch the 
reverse, watch the reverse," 
cried the Ottawa bench. 

Despite all the rain Ottawa 
quarterback Zmich gave a good 
performance. He managed to 
throw for a total of 92 yards, In 
completing 9 out of 17 passes. 
"I had trouble gripping the ball 
when all the water was dripping 



off my equipment," Zmich said. 

One watching the game 
might have wondered whether 
or not McGill was simply 
psyched out. Nervous cracks 
would show from time to time 
all through the lineup. McGill 
receivers repeatedly focused 
their attention on the oncoming 
tacklers instead of the intended 
pass. They only managed to 
catch 6 of the 23 passes thrown 
their way. < 

When the game ended most 
of the fans, including a very wet 
Daily reporter and 
photographer, were obviously 
sad McGill didn't win; but on 
the other hand...The post game 
party took place two blocks 
down the road at the local 
laundrymat.

With virtually the same 
squad from last year’s 
championship team, the 
Concordia Stingers 

strengthened their claim to the 
1980 QUAA soccer title In with a 
6-3 win over the McGill Redsocs 
last Sunday. 

The score demonstrates the 
emphasis on offence and the 
topsy-turvy nature of the play.
